1 um ii deaf-mute. I never heard :i 
Iniinun voice ; no human being ever 
heard nunc. Can you who spoak and 
listen imagine what it is to be able to 
do neither? Impossible ! And yet 
mine has not. been an unhappy life; I 
have not lived in gloom, the sunshine 
is as bright to me as to you, and Na- 
ture has almost as many charms for 
my One sense as for your two. 

True, no fond baby-talk from ihe 
lips of a darling mother efer brighten- 
ed an hour of my earliest, years or 
chased away a tear of anger or pain. 
I came into the world quietly : I have 
lived in it quietly, and shall, no doubt 
depart from it, without having made 
any great noise. As for my parent! 1 
am consoled in that, my tongue n<>« ,.i- 
causcd them a pang, and though I 
know they have often mourned over 
my lot, I feel sure that my lack of 
speech and hearing has many times 

r roved a blending to us all. Of course 
never ran crying to mamma with a 
story on Carl or Jessie ; 1 never quar- 
reled with my little brother and sister, 
though 1 was often the mute witness 
of their petty disputes. I could play 
and frolic with the belt of my com 
rados, being healthly, 'strong and 
active ; and, though I do say it, I was 
the equal of any, the superior of many 
in everything but mental training. 

My education was sadly neglected, 
for in my young years the teaching of 
the deaf and dumb had not approach- 
ed that perfection it has now attain- 
ed, and I was ten before I had learn- 
ed the use of manual ligBS> 1 could 
make my simple wants known to my 
family, could spell on my lingers a 
word Or two, but beyond this 1 was 
densely ignorant. My dear mother 
died lind left me in the care of a 
childless sister whoso sympathies she 
had enlisted in my behalf on her 
death-bed. ami my aunt, whom I 
loved fondly, took me to live with 
her. She and uncle had lived a (pilot 
life, and my entrance into the family, 
though it did not disturb that quiet, 
brought, 1 think, a little happiness 
into their household. I strove hard 
to deserve their affection, and studied 
diligently that I might become of 
service. Being naturally quick of 

Ferception, my progress was rapid ; 
soon know how to road and write, 
and had mastered the art of I h> read- 
ing so thoroughly that I could un- 
derstand everv WOrd you said, provid 
ed you articulated distinctly. 

Another accomplishment, I acquired, 
of which I was not a little proud. I 
discovered in my hand an ear ; yes, I 
taught my hand to perform the func- 
tions of my ears. Strange, you say P 
Wo persons who lack our or BON of 
the natural souses are more acute in 
others than you who have I hem all. 
and my compensation consisted of 
delicacy of touch. 1 found that the 
thin membrane of the back of my 
right hand was unusually sensitive, 
more so than any other part of my 
body, to changes of heat and cold, 
and it gave me much annoyance on 
that account. 

Once, wlnle watching my teaohcr 
do a difficult exercise on the piano (I 
was taking music lessons). I leaned 
upon the instrument and allowed the 
back of my hand to rest, carelessly up 
on the cover. Immediately there was 
a peculiar humming in my head, and I 
sprang away thoroughly alarmed. 

The bumming ceased when 1 did «>■ 

I tried it again, and fell, the same 
sensation. I moved my hand about 
upon ihe instrument ami del> 
strains of music. I then hud it on 
the noiinilingh<mrd, and, oh, joy ! I 



heard ! Yes, I, who for sixteen years 
had never heard a sound, now listened 
with rapture to one of Strauss's 

wall7.es ! It Idled my whole being : 
the delicious strains thrilled in me, 
and I could feel my nerves vibrating 
in response to Ihe touch of the per 
former, quick and slow, loud ami 
soft. 

I was so intoxicated with delight at 
this discovery that for days. Weeks, 
I could think of nothing else; everv 
one who could play I besought to go 
to the piano, and, with my band upon 
the sounding board, I drank in I lie 

inspiration of Beethoven, Lists, Mo- 

/.art. I listened to the sweet strains 
of the guitar in Ihe same manner, 
and to the violin and harp, and 
thanked Heaven for the power. 

Why should 1 not bring this into 

more practical use P 1 determined lo 

do so, and at, once began to experiment 
with uncle's voice, which was deep and 
and resonant. I would hold the back 
of inv hand near his lips when he 
talked, and the vibrations produced 
upon the delicate skin were oonveyed 

to my mind realily enough. I goon 
became acquainted with the alpha- 
bet, and gradually grew familiar 
with the sound of words. (I could 
already read very well, but bad 
not the remotest idea whal this or 
that word founded like 1 knew it by 
sight, but not by sound.) But my 
progress was necessarily slow, because 
1 could not find any one to talk to mv 
hand for long at a time. Indeed, || 
must, have been slow work lo uncle 
and aunt, but they were faithful, and 
I learned my lessons so thoroughly 
that before long I could listen to a 
whisper. Onoe a honey-bee flew into 
my room, and I heard iis bussing as 
it passed near my hand, and many a 
night have I been aroused by the

I became an expert mind-reader. I 
could plaOS the back of my hand 
against your forehead and define yoUT 
inmost I bought as plainly as if you 
Spoke it to my face or upon mv hand.

Judge liowry was foully murdered 
on tho night of May 80th, 18—. 

Being a wealthy old bachelor, there 
could be no doubt in Kingston that he

The best of deteel ive work tailed 

to discover the murderer : string 
after si ring of circumstantial evidence 
was collected, all pointing to some one, 
but who, no one could find. Harrow- 
ing stories of the crime were published 
in the daily papers, ami mv feelings 
were much wrought up by reading 
them, and the town was kept in a [or 
ment over new (dews as fast S "M 
ones were unthreaded and I raced to a 
fruitless source. Suspicion had to light 
upon some one, and in this case, final- 
ly, after days of vain searching, poor 
Jos (luyton, a harmless young man 
whose only sin was poverty, and whose 
only friend, a widowed mother, be- 
came its victim. He was arrested, 
tried, convicted and sentenced to be 
hung. 1 never knew upon what 
grounds. His only defence was his 
plea of not guilty. The blow broke 
his mother's heart.

President Gallaudet is always sure 
of a large and appreciative audience 
when he lectures, and Friday evening 
was no exception to the rule, for near- 
ly every chair in the Lyceum was oc- 
cupied when he entered at half past 
seven o'clock and mounted the ros- 
trum. His subject, as announced in a 
previous letter, was " Monopolies," and 
consequently came within his province 
as Professor of Political Economy. It 
was treated in a manner that evidenced 
much earnest thought, and the prac- 
tical knowledge of the question which 
the Doctor has acquired by bis exten 
sive acquaintance with prominent pub- 
lic men, lent an authority to his 
words that would have been attached 
to those of very few speakers. The 
whole was interlarded with that deli- 
cate species of humor with which he 
knows so well how to spice his dishes 
of dry facts. 

In opening his lecture he said that 
he intended to speak of a lire issue, 
and one that was receiving the earnest 
consideration of many of the greatest 
minds of the period. The word mono 
poly is dervived from the Latin mono- 
polium which in turn comes from two 
Greek words monos alone, and poleV to 
exchange, and not, as some might 
think, from the Greek monopolo, mean- 
ing with one horse. Here he remark 
ed jocularly, that he thought is would 
be conceded that a monopoly is by fio 
means a one horse affair. Monopolies, 
he said, are of many sorts, some of 
them are not neccessarily but possibly 
harmful, and others still, essentially 
and always harmful. He then olaest- 
fied Monopolies under four heads, 
viz: — Personal Monopoly, Land Mono 
poly, Legal Monopoly, and Con- 
centrated Monopoly. Under the first 
head he dincussed that monopoly en- 
joyed by those artists, actors, and all 
professional men, inventors, authors, 
and even by skilled artisans, mechan- 
ics, etc., who by natural jrjfts and 
effort have advanced so far beyond 
their competitors that they enjoy a 
practical monopoly of the particular 
service they render, and said that this 
kind of monopoly was natural, inevi 
table, and could not possibly gTOW 
into an abuse or become an injury lo 
society, and that an attempt to oppose 
it would be to legalize, according to 
Clement, " V elal ptTt/ianetU It tpoiUt- 
" le vol," — a settled condition of 
Spoliation Of robbery. Under the 
second head he included all ownership 
of real estate, and said that the 
danger from this sort of monopoly, 
while deserving consideration, was 
very remote, and that the only remedy 
that could be applied: — viz, to vest

e worse than the disease. Under the 

head of Legal Monopolies, he spoke 

of such as are granted by Governments 

when special rights are conferred 

•upanies, to trade, build roads, 

railroads, bridges, etc, and referring 

to the vast operations involved in carry 
ing on wars, administering justice, 
carrying mails, conducting education, 
etc., showed that Governments were 
themselves the great monopolies. He 
explained the policy of the English 
Government in .granting monopoly 
patents during the middle ages. The 
revenues from the patents were ho 
greal that Queen Elizabeth called the 
power to grant them " the fairest 
flower of her garden," and their effect 
was to make juices so exorbitant, that 
Parliament, in 1024, was obliged by 
public sentimesU. to declare all of them 
except those granted to inventors and 
companies engaged in foreign trade, 
null and void. This last exception, by 
protecting the East India Company, 
cost the people of England % 7,000,- 
000 annually for their tea, more than 
it would have cost at pricos paid in 
Hamburg or New York. The DootoT 
then said that, although these monopo- 
lies are now dead, others are alive, 
and full of oppressive and dangerous 
elements, and that the tendency of 
the management of railroads, in par- 
ticular, is constantly towards injustice 
to the public for the sake of enriching 
individuals. In connection with this, 
he showed the great danger incident 
to railroad monopoly, in the influence 
I by such corporations on the 
government, and political affairs, and 
said that their charters should be 
modified by law, from time to time, and 
rates for transport should be so kepi 
down that no exorbitant profits shook] 
be allowed to the owners of the roads. 
He also explained the process of stock 
watering, and showed how it might be 
prevent etl. 

I'y Concentrated Monopolies, the 
Doctor meant those enjoyed by flora 
panics that have grown by absorbing 
smaller and weaker companies, and 
by way of illustration gave the history 
of the Standard Oil Company, which, 
starting with a comparatively small 
business, has, by killing off the smaller 
co mpanies, come to control practical- 
ly all the oil put upon the market. 
He also showed how the mannfac 
turers of quinine and other drugs 
have exercised a monopoly, and by 
what unjust means Stewart, in New 
York, and Spreekles, in California, 
built up the trade that made them 
rich and famous. 

In conclusion, he remarked that it is 
an extremely difficult question how, in 
a so called free country, like ours, such 
icing influences can be dealt with ; 
bnt that tin i no doubt as to 

the right to restrain, by law, individ 
nals and corporations in tho manage- 
ment of great capital, when the public 
welfare demands it, and that when a 



man or several men attempt to build 
up their fortunes on the wrecks of 
other people's fortunes, it is not only 
tight, but obligatory, for the law to 
come to the rescue. The manner in 
which monopolies are to be controlled 
is a problem to be worked out by some 
great mind, and it is probable that a 
struggle against tho power of mono 
polists may he the next great contest 
in this country, and this contest may 
easily lend to a bloody and bitter war. 
Those who have seen Dr. Gallaudet 
lecture, know how difficult it is to re- 
duce his remarks to writing with 
justice to him, and these miles are 
only intended to serve as the ground 

work of his discussion. After the lec- 
ture, he gave, at tho request of the 
Pennsylvania sludenfs, an account of 

the reception to Mr. Barclay, the old- 
eat director of tho Pennsylvania 
Institution, which he went to Pliila 
delphia to attend on Thursday,

Among the exhibits relating to the 
deaf and duurb at the New Orleans 
Exposition will bo a large pen and ink 
sketch of Kendal) Green, which has 
been prepared for tho occasion.
